And the aforeſaid Juſtice, Joh» Merrick, riding to his 
own Houſe in Drink, was thrown by his Horſe, tothe hurt- 
ing of his. Brain, (though no outward appearance) who 
continued ſome few days 1n a violent raving condition, to 
the Terror of his Friends, and then died. 

Willem Sharp, an Eminent Man, and Judge of a Court, 
was a great Oppoſer of our Labour with thefe poor Ne- 
groes ; whoriding from his own Houſe to the Bridge Town, 
(ſeemingly very welly fell from his Horſe before he got to 
the Town, and we cannot underſtand that he ever ſpake 
afterwards. (except O my Head) and in three or four Days 
afterwards died. 


Alexan ler Ruddeck, 


A Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, and Judge of 'a 
Court, and one of the Council, and of the Nation of Scoz- 
land : He appeared, withour any juſt Cauſe, very bitter 
and envious againſt us: He cauſed a Friend to be rated 400 
pounds of Sugar towards payment of the Prieſts Wages, 
(who never wrought for him) the Prieſt being his Son-1n- 
Law ; for which was taken from the faid Friend a Cow 
worth Ten Pound ferling ; and upon Complaint of the ſaid 
Friend, and upen Enquiry,there was but ten'pounds of Su- 
gar appearcd to be their pretended Due-: For the Poors 
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part; and for mending Highways, we duely pay ; but this 
being the Prieſts part, he-could not for Conſcience pay ; yet 
was this unjuſt Action vindicated by the ſaid Ruddeck, not- 
withſtanding ſome of the Magiſtrates that were at the hear- 
ing of the matter, would have had the-Cow returned to 
the tight Owner ; but becauſe the ſaid Friend had com- 
plained: of the Wrong and Oppreſſion, he the ſaid Ruddock 
being Judge of the Quarter Seſſions, cauſed him to be fi. 
ned five pounds fterling, becauſe he could not take the Oath 
of a Conſtable (which for Conſcience-ſake he only refuſed) 
although he was willing to have performed the Office, ac- 
cording to his Ability and Underſtanding, if he might have 
been permitied without an Oath, which ſeveral Friends had 

been, by moderate Magiſtrates, and found to perform the 
ſame honeſtly and diligently : . For which Fine, the faid 
Rwaadock the Judge iſſued out his Warrant againſt the ſaid 
Friend to a Conſtable, upon which was taken from him 
2 Negroe Woman, which they had to the Conſtables Houſe, . 
where Raddock was himſelf, and ſo ordered the matter, 
that the ſaid Negroe was valued but at two thoufand three 
hundred pounds of Sugar, which as the price of Sugar then 


went, might amount to 11 /, 10s. which Negroe was fold | 


ſome time after for 26 /. and was all kept for the Fine of 5 /. 
And the faid Friend having ſuftereq above Seven thouſand 
pounds of Sugarin one year by his means, which the ſaid 
Friend laid before him in'the preſence of his Daughter, the 
Prieſts Wife, telling him he had ſuffered all that. for com- 
plaining of the Wrong he had done him about his Cow,&c. 
at,which he ſeemed greatly to rejoyce, and ſaid it ſhould be 
{fo yearly, ſo long as he was Magiſtrate : But hedid not live 
3 year after. He ſhewed his great willingaels and defire to - 
perſecute. Friends on all occalions; and the laſt time he fat in 
Counci), and knowing there was an Order form the Gover- 


gur to break up Friends Meetings, he ſtaid after the Coun- --

cil broke up, which was late, for the Order to break up oue - 
Meeting in his PrecinQs, and promiſed the Governour di- 
ligently to obey all his Commands : But calling at Judge 
Rees, in his way home, was taken il! ; but went home, - 
and calling for a Medicine called Cream of Tartar, which he 
uſed to take in his Broth, by his own miſtake took Arſe- 
wick inſtead thereof, and io wreichedly ended his Days; - 
which may bea Warning to others. 

He threatned that with the Money taken from us, there - 
ſhould be a Priſon built for us : He would not-let us eat 
freſh Meat, and weat to take away the Meat which a Friend 
bought in the Market, ſaying he would have it, although 
the Butcher told him ſeveral times that he had {o'41 it, and 
was receiving the Money fot it, | 

Another Friend having bought Meat in the Market, - 
and the Butcher carrying it to his Houſe, was met in rhe 
way by the ſaid Raddock, who commanded him to carry 
it back into the Market, ſaying, They [hail zot eat freſh Meat; 
the man turned back, and durft not carry the Friend his 
Meat which he had bought of him. He was tor putting 
Negroes to Death for Example, ſaying, What was it for 
Barbadoes to put twenty or thirty Negroes to Death yearly for * 
E xample-ſake. He cauſed ſome Friends to be prick'd for 
Conſtables, on purpoſe toFine them, ſaying it ſhould be fo 
every year. This is but a branch of his Cruelty, for he 
made great ſpoil of Friends Goods upon: the Militia-Ac- 
count, as he was Colonel : It is wonderful 'to conceive 
how a man ſhould be ſo filled with prejudice againſt a Peo- 
ple that never gave him any juſt occaſion. * But his' mea- 
{ure being Flledabe was cut off as before related. - | 

Prieſt Kgzzy his Country-man preach'd his Funeral Ser- 
mo?, and declared-as followeth —T hat he had attained to 
the Prudence of: ® Fudge, the Dignity of a Colonel , and the 
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Ho#ouy of a Counſelor ; and that he had ſerved his Kingaamd 
Countrey faithfully, and died a Saint. His Text was, I have 
fought a goed Fight, I have finiſhed my Courſe, I have kept 
the Faith, &c. 21m.4.7. How this ſuited with his Aftions, 
we leave the Reader the Judge.
